NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


Mr. J. B. Lakeman, one of the best known, and certainly the most 
respected, of Her Majesty's Inspectors of Factories, has hit upon a capital 
method of inducing masters and workers to co-operate with him in carrying 
out the provisions of the Factory Acts. He is able by his personal qualities 
to make master and man understand that the Factory Acts serve a high 
moral purpose, and by impressing them with his own exalted principles, he 
has succeeded not only in inducing them to observe the Law, but. to 
regard the official appointed to see that the Law is strictly observed as their 
best friend. This is a remarkable testimony to the force of moral suasion. 
Mr. Lakeman is no flatterer. He is a friend of the Jews because he has learnt 
their virtues by personal observation. He indulged in the privileges of a friend 
at a meeting of tailors whom he addressed on Monday evening. In the 


course of an address in which he fally explained the new Factory Act, he 


mentioned that ‘there was a time when he pointed to the Jewish 
quarter with pride. It delighted him to see the closed shops on Friday 
evening and Saturday, but, he said it with great regret, there were now a large 
number of Jewish shops that were not closed on the Sabbath. And if they 
transgress their Sabbath, they would break a dozen Factory Acts.” No Jewish 
preacher could have put the point more clearly or more forcibly that reli- 
gious observance has a moral value as a training for th’s-wor'dliness as well 
as ‘ other-worldliness.” Mr. Lakeman’s efforts to secure a strict observance: 
of the Factory Acts should be seconded by everyone having any intluence 
over Jewish employers and employed, |

The Labour Gazette, the new organ of the recently constituted Labour 
Department of the Board of Trade, contains some. interesting information 
concerning Jewish tailoring industries in Leeds and Manchester. The 
information was collected during March and April last. As to Leeds, the 
Superintendent of the local Sanitary Department reported in TSSS~ that 
there were 64 Jewish Tailoring workshops in the borough, in which 2,128 
persons were employed. The corresponding figures for the present time are 
IS and 2,600. While, then, the number of workshops has increased by 
rather more than 50 per cent.—an enormous Increase in five years—the 
addition to the number of workers has hardly been greater than 1s per cent. 
This does not seem to indicate any alarming-inilux of foreign Jews, who, it 
is well known, have an especial preference for the tailoring trade as a means 
of subsistence. Of the 08 workshops in the town 75 were visited, and at 
these the following wages were paid fora day of ten-and-a-half hours :— 
Machinists, 4.- to 5,-; Pressers, 44 to4.8: Tailors, 4.2 to  Fixera, 
66 to. G610;°> Female Machinists, 35 to 34): Female Finishers, 
22 to 23. This scale of pay would not. be if the 
work were constant. But this notoriously is not the case in 
demon- 
stration was given,” says the correspondent of the Lab ur Gazette, “of the 
slackness of trade In these workshops, and employers and inspectors were 
agreed that there was an unusual depression in the trade of the Jewish coat- 
makers ; with but few exceptions, the average number of days’ work in any 
branch since Christmas seemed to have been from three to three-and-a-half 
days a week.” Those possessing any acquaintance with the condition of the 
trade in London will recognise that it is practically identical with that  pre- 
vailling in Leeds. The number of Jewish tailoring workshops ta Manchester 
has not been ascertained by the Guzette. They are, of course, more numerous 
than in Leeds, but are on a much smaller scale. Sixty were visited, and in 
the largest of these there were 27 hands, whereas as many as 60 persons, or 
more, were employed in a Leeds workshop. The work is, on the whole, of a 
better class in Manchester than in Leeds. While in the latter place it 
consists mainly of stock-work, in Manchester there is a smaller proportion 


of this kind of work done, and sub-division is not so minute. In Manchester, 


moreover, the proportion of females employed ts much smaller, the number 
being 180 against 407 males. The corresponding figures were Jol and 926 


in Leeds. Comparison between the rates of wages prevailing in the two 


towns is impossible, owing to piece-work being the rule in Manchester. The 
average earnings of a worker in that town were from 4s. 10d, to Os. dd. per 
day of ten-and-a-half hours. ‘+ According to one Jewish employer, who had 
worked in Leeds as well as Manchester, earnings were less but work casier in 
Leeds under the daily-wage system than in Manchester under the pieee-work 
system. This statement was confirmed by other evidence.” A later number 
of the Gazette just published, contains information about the tailoring trade 


the East End of London. the fifty-thire e werkshops visited the average 


rate of wages per day was’ 6/= to 6-11 for men, and 2.10 toe 4/8 for women, 

At the East End the tailors’s day consists of 12 hours, against 104 hours at 

Manchester and Leeds. The rate paid per hour in these three places was 

61d., 6d, and 5}d. respectively, 


We commented a short time since upon some observations of Madame 
de Novikoff, on the relations of the Greek and Roman Catholic Churches, 


which were printed in a recent number of the New Review. Thia redoubtable- 


Russian apologist, it will be remembered, laboured hard to convinee the old 
Catholics of the beauty of an alliance between them and the Rassian Church, 
and was at equal pains to repudiate any solidarity between that instiintion | 
and the Vatician. To support her contention touching the merits of Russian 


orthodoxy, she appealed to no less a personage than a Roman dignitary—: 
Cardinal Vanutelli to wit—who had recently returned from a visit to the 
Czar’s dominions, and who was loud in his praises of the Rassian Church, 


It would now appear that those praises were sounded with reference rather to 


the potential policy of the heads of that Church, than to its actual 


character, Monsignor Vanatelli went to Russia with the hope of promoting 
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6 
that close alliance between the Eastern and Weatern churches, which is 
known to be one of the most cherished dreams of Leo XIII. Allowing the 
wish to be father to the thought, the Cardinal, on his return, published a 
statement in which he described M. Pobiedonostzeff as believing in the 
possibility of this rapprochement. Hence his benevolent references to the 
Russian Church, Unfortunately the Procurator of the Holy Synod in 
Russia took prompt steps to repudiate the Roman prelate’s account of his 
opinions, and * O.K.’s” article in the New Review was part of his modus 


operandi, There is little doubt that the policy of the Vatican in this” 


direction has received a decided check. The leaders of the Russian Church 
—that is to sav, the Czar acting through his mouthpiece, the Procurator— 
has made it clear that they will brook no allies, Their position 
is perfectly logical. There is, and can be, but one true faith, and that is the 
faith of which the Russian Church is the embodiment. It can recognise no 
other, It is true that Madame de Novikoff invites the old Catholics to throw 
in their lot with Russian orthodoxy ; but the invitation is akin to that offered 
by the spider to the fly. The old Catholics are to walk into M. Pobiedono- 
stzeff’s parlour with a view to their being swallowed up. They are to be 
merged in the true Church, The lion is to lie down with the lamb, but with 
the lamb inside him. This is the only possible basis of an entente with 
Russian orthodoxy. Hence not only the active persecution of the Jews in 
Russia, but the slow extermination of the Christian dissenters. The Pope 
may spare his efforts. While the present policy of the Russian authorities 
lasts, the gulf between the Eastern and Western Churches will be impassable, 


— 


Both the Sephardim and the Ashkenazim have a problem of a kindred 
nature to‘solve, for whilst the latter are perplexed about a new East End 
Synagogue, the former are sadly in want of a convenient place of worship in 
the West End. The want on the part of the Portuguese is yearly becoming 
more urgent. The Honse of Prayer in Bryanston Street no longer satisfies 
the requirements of the congregation,  Seantily attended on ordinary 
Saturdays, on Festivals it is overcrowded, and scarcely offers space for the 
ordinary congregants and their children, The tendency of the population 
of the capital becomes more and more to remove towards the suburbs, 
where more airy and better accommodation can be obtained than in stulfy 
Tyburnia. Consequently the members are going further afield, and at. the 
same time their children are growing up and reaching that age when religious 
instruction and guidance are most desirable. In consequence of the migration 
the opportunities of the young people to attend public worship become smaller 
and unbeautifully less. The same difficulties are frequently occurring among 
the Ashkenazim who, more numerous and energetic, as frequently overcome 
them 
creditable state of things. Like the charioteer who cried to Jove because 
the wheels of his chariot would not budge, they never think of putting their 
shoulder to the wheel to remedy a crying evil, A walk of a mile and a half 
or two miles and back before breakfast may be very healthy for the young and 
robust, but it is very unsuitable for those who have left middle life behind, 
or for children of tender years. 


It must be admitted that the blame for all the sins of omission and 


-e@ommission cannot be laid on the shoulders of the Sephardim governing body 


alone, A short time ago a circular was addressed to the Yehidim asking 
them whether they were satistied with the situation of the existing place of 
worship in Bryanston Street, or whether they would prefer any other position, 
notably the vicinity of Maida Hill. But such is the apathy of the Yehidim 
that not half took the trouble of replying, Naturally, in these circum- 
stances, the authorities did not consider themselves called upon to take any 
action. In April, 1892, a Committee of twelve Yehidim was appointed to 
report on the finances of the Sephardic Congregation, and a report was sub- 
sequently issued showing how ky certain operations the income of their body 
could be increased by £614 per annum. But not aword was said about a 
new synagogue, The shortsightedness of the Sephardim is very peculiar, 
They are complaining that they are not increasing in numbers and import- 
ance, and they take no measures to encourage attendance at public worship. 
The first need of a religious community is to have a place for the celebration 
of public service within convenient walking distance of the majority of the 
congregants, or it must disappear as an independent community. We do not 
think so badly of the oldest Jewish community in England as to suppose 
that they can look with indifference to the dangerous position in which. their 
congregation 1s placed. There is still sufficient wealth and spirit among the 
Portuguese to save their ancient congregation from the risk of extinction, 


An interesting work by Mr, John Cordy Jeaffreson entitled “ Victoria 
Queen and Empress,” recently published by Mr. Heinemann, contains ; 
curious allusion to contrasted conditions of the Jews in Kngland under the 
two successive reigns of William IV. and Her present Majesty. In the 


first volume, in the chapter “from Proclamation to Coronation,” the 
following passage occurs :— 


_," Inu accordance with precedent, Her Majesty expressed her satisfacti 
with the civic welcome by conferring a reenter 2 ns the Lord Ma nage 
knighthood on each of the two Sheriffs, one of whom was Mr. Montefiore. the 
first Jew to be knighted by an English Sovereign since the re-admission of Jews 
to England in the seventeenth century, The distinction thus accorded to a son 
of Israel, whose subsequent career was one long demonstration of his knightly 
worth, may be regarded as the point at which the English Jews passed from 
social discredit to their present equality with their fellow citizens of the 
Christian Faith. So late as August, 1835, when Dr, Allen appeared before him 
to do homage for the See of Ely, William IV. was pleased to remark to the new 
tishop, ‘My Lord, I do not mean to interfere in any way with your vote in 
Parliament except on one subject, the Jews, and I trust | may depend on your

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THE NEW EXODUS OF THE JEWS. 


Sir,—The Rev. J. C. Street, an old friend of mine, who was formerly 
minister of an important Unitarian Congregation at Belfast, and is now holding 
a similar position in the “ Church of the Saviour,”’ Birmingham, lectured some 
little time ago before the members of his congregation on the above subject. 
Having by chance obtained a copy of a printed collection of Sunday evening lec- 
tures delivered at Birmingham by the same reverend gentleman, in which the 
lecture bearing the above-named title is inserted, I was so greatly struck with the 
contents of the latter that I deemed it expedient to draw the attention of your 
readers to it. Theconcluding part thereof will, however, give a sufficient idea 
of the style and contents of the whole. It runs as follows :— 

“ My sympathies go out to these (Russian) Jews, I may make a confession 
to you, that 1 dove the Jews. Loweso much tothem. How could I be in any 
Christian Church, and not be under obligation to the Jews ? How could I read 
out of these ancient Scriptures, and not recognise the help that has come from 
thisstrange and wonderful people ? And to me it has been a great privilege to 
be broughtinto personal contact with theJews. IfI have seen imperfection and 
failure in them, as you haveseen; if there aresome things in them that I donot like 
and cannotapprove, what of that ? Who isfaultless? Listen to thestory of this 
people—how they have always had to be on the defence, yom & had to fight for 
their children, to fight for their religion, to fight for their God. Am I to forget, 
when I look at some things I do not like, that much of this has been brought 
about by the people of whom I am one ?—that by us they have been beaten, 
whipped as slaves, hunted, persecuted, put to death through countless sufferings? 
The marvel to me is that the Jewish people stand so erect to-day... Wherever 
they are, you miy baat them, oppress them, drive them to the floor; but 
somehow thev will rise again, and with keen clear eyes lookinto yours. Defiant 
still, they will say, as they well may say: You cannot destroy us; God has 
placed within us powers of endurance and powers of energy which belong to 


the life of the world ; men may come and men may go: civilizations may appear 


and disappear ;\literature may bloom and be lost; but we shall remain unto the 
end. And I believe they will. A vigorous, energetic, brilliant people, of 
marvellous powers and capacities, I believe they wi// live for ever. 


I, therefore, have no hesitation in making my confession that I love’ 


these people, who, throughout history, have exercised so wonderful an influence 
on the life of the world. I fain would do anything that I could to relieve the 
a of this people, and to Drug about that great brotherhood of 

umanity which shall recognise neither Jew nor Gentile, bond nor free, but 
which shall lay the stamp of its humanity upon all, and which shall bring about 


‘peace upon earth and good-will among men.” 


I ought, perhaps, to mention that Mr. Street does not belong to that class 
of Christian clergymen, or well-paid and well-fed missionaries, who with a 
sanctimonious smile and a heavenwards turned look express sometimes their 


. love and admiration for the Jews. He, on the contrary, has no hidden motives 


for stating that he is fond of our people, and what he says about them com?s 
from a true heart—the heart of a Christian divine comme i/ faut,

FoREIGN PavuperisM.—In the Annual Report for the year ending March 
25th, 1892, of the Relief Department of the Township of Manchester, the 
following particulars are given relating to alien Paupers: Information has been 
obtained, through the Registrar General, from which it appears that out of the 
145,000 persons who were enumerated at the Census of 1801, as residing within 
the Township of Manchester, 8.372 were born out of, the United Kingdom, 
viz. :—European foreigners, 2,644; other foreigners, 181; natives of British 
Colonies or Dependencies, 333 ; British Subjects born abroad, 164; total], 3,572. 
The proportion of foreign residents to population is as follows :—Proportion 
of Foreign Residents (3,372) to the Census Population (145,000), 1 in 43, or 23 

r cent.; proportion of Foreign Applicants for Relief (130) to the Census 
opulation (145,000), 1 in 1,115, or 0°09 per cent. ; proportion of Foreign 
Applicants for Relief (130) to the Foreign Residents (3,372), 1 in 26, or 3:8 per 
cent. From these figures it will be seen how smell a proportion of the destitu- 
tion with which the Guardians have to deal arises from amongst the foreign 
residents of the Townsbip. No generally accepted definition of an “ Alien” at

Twenty-seven cases had resided in Manchester for periods varying 
from over twelve months up to twenty years...How long these persons may 
have resided elsewhere in England before coming to Manchester is not known. 
One-fifth of the expenditure was incurred in muintaining two pauper Lunatics. 
Both of these persons were said to have been born in Poland ; one had res ded 
in Manchester for four years, having previously been in Gla-gow; the other 
was the wife of a working tiilor, and had lived in the Township tor seven ycars. 
In addition to these two Lunatics, only eight other foreign cises remained 
chargeable in the Workhouse at the end of the year, and of these six were 
recent cases,

THE GENERAL ELECTION FOR TH 
REICHSTAG. 


— 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
BERLIN, JUNE 19rH, 1393. 

The General Election for the German Parliament, which took place on the 
15th inst., has turned out very unfavourably for us. Up till now only 209 
members out of 397 have been definitely chosen by an _ absolute 
majority, and in 177 districts second ballots will be held on the 24th inst.; and 
then only it will be possible to give a more accurate description of the new 
Parliament, | | 

So much is however certain, that we have lost many friends through the 
defeat of the Liberal party ; and our opponents, the Anti-Semites, have gained 
many victories, 

The Anti-Semites and the Social Democrats have obtained an extraordinarily 
larger number of votes than before. The reason is not far to seek ; the general 
discontent of the people caused their success, It has with truth been said, that 
‘“ Anti-Semitism is the Socialism of fools,” and that saying has been proved 
true by the results of the recent election. When circumstances are bad, the 
ignorant make the Jew the scapegoat. : 

When a man like Ahlwardt, who has been branded as a liar and a slanderer, 
and has been condemned, is twice returned, once by his former constituency 
Friedeberg-Arnswalde by 8,046 votes, and also as a candidate for the second 
ballot in Neustettin in Pomerania, a,town with certainly questionable 
notoriety on account of the excesses practised there some years ago against the 
Jews, one can have very little respect for the wisdom of such electors, 

The following anti-Semitic members, besides Alhwardt, have up till now 
been returned: Max Hugo Liebermann von Sonnenberg for Tritzler-Ziegen- 
haim in Hesse ; and Graefe for Bautzen-Kamenz in Saxony. 

In 17 constituencies there are anti-Semitic candidates for the second 
ballots, and next Saturday will doubtless see them in possession of several seats in 
Parliament. It is especially noteworthy how anti-Semitism has increased 
in Saxony. Formerly the anti-Semites were only successful in Hesse, 
now their disastrous activity has spread over to Saxony and six 
constituencies there have returned anti-Semites for the second ballot, 
four being at the head of their respective polls. This is all the more astonish- 


ing, because in Saxony, out of a population of three-and-a-half millions, only 


9368 are Jews, three Jews to 1/*) Christians. In spite of this, the votes 
obtained by the anti-Semites amounted to 80,821, compared with 4,788 obtained 
by them in 181).

Unfortanately the Procurator of the Holy Synod in 
Russia took prompt steps to repudiate the Roman prelate’s account of his 
opinions, and “ O.K,’s” article in the New Review was part of his modus 
operandi, There is little doubt that the policy of the Vatican in this 
direction has received a decided check. The leaders of the Russian, Charch 
—that is to sav, the Czar acting through his mouthpiece, the Procurator— 
has made it clear that they will brook no allies, Their position 
is perfectly logical, There is, and can be, but one true faith, and that is the 
faith of which the Russian Church is the embodiment. It can recognise no 
other, It is true that Madame de Novikoff invites the old Catholics to throw 
in their lot with Russian orthodoxy ; but the invitation is akin to that offered 
by the spider to the tly. The old Catholics are to walk into M. Pobiedono- 
stzeff’s parlour with a view to their being swallowed up. They are to be 
merged in the trae Church, The lion is to lie down with the lamb, but with 
the lamb inside him. This is the only possible basis of an entente with 
Russian orthodoxy. Hence not only the active persecution of the Jews in 
Russia, but the slow extermination of the Christian dissenters. The Pope 
While the present policy of the Russian authorities 
lasts, the gulf between the Eastern and Western Churches will be impassable. 
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Both the Sephardim and the Ashkenazim have a problem of a kindred 
nature to solve, for whilst the latter are perplexed about a new Hast Ind 
Synagogue, the former are sadly in want of a conyenient place of worship in 
the West End. The want on the part of the Portuguese is yearly becoming 
more urgent. The House of Prayer in Bryanston Street no longer satisfies 
the requirements of the congregation, Seantily attended on ordinary 
Saturdays, on Festivals it is overerowded, and scarcely offers space for the 
ordinary congregants and their children, The tendency of the population 
of the eapital becomes more and more to remove towards the suburbs, 
where more airy and better accommodation can be obtained than in stuffy 
Tyburnia, Consequently the members are going further afield, and at the 
same time their children are growing up and reaching that age when religious 
instruction and guidance are most desirable. In consequence of the migration 
the opportunities of the young people to attend public worship become smaller 
and unbeautifully less. The same difficulties are frequently occurring among 
the Ashkenazim who, more numerous and energetic, as frequently overcome 
them : whilst the Portuguese limit themselves to complaining of this dis- 
creditable state of things. Like the charioteer who cried to Jove because 
the wheels of his chariot would not budge, they never think of putting their 
shoulder to the wheel to remedy a erying evil. A walk of a mile and a half 
or two miles and back before breakfast may be very healthy for the young and 
robust, but it is very unsuitable for those who have left middle life behind, 
or for children of tender years. 


It must be admitted that the blame for all the sins of omission and 
commission cannot be laid on the shoulders of the Sephardim governing body 
alone. A short time ago a circular was addressed to the Yehidim asking 
them whether they were satisfied with the situation of the existing place of 
worship in Bryanston Street, or whether they would prefer any other position, 
notably the vicinity of Maida Hill, But such is the apathy of the Yehidim 
that not half took the trouble of replying, Naturally, in these cireum- 
stances, the authorities did not consider themselves called upon to take any 
action. In April, 1892, a Committee of twelve Yehidim was appointed to 
report on the finances of the Sephardic Congregation, and a report was sub- 
sequently issued showing how by certain operations the income of their body 
could be increased by £614 per annum. But not aword was said about a 
new synagogue, The shortsightedness of the Sephardim is very peculiar, 
They are complaining that they are not increasing in numbers and import- 
ance, and they take no measures to encourage attendance at public worship. 
The first need of a religious community is to have a place for the celebration 
of public service within convenient walking distance of the majority of the 
congregants, or it must disappear as an independent community. We do not 
think so badly of the oldest Jewish community in England as to suppose 
that they can look with indifference to the dangerous position in which their 
congregation is placed. There is still suflicient wealth and spirit among the 
Portuguese to save their ancient congregation from the risk of extinction, 


An interesting work by Mr. John Cordy Jeaffreson entitled Victoria, 


3 Queen and Empress,” recently published by Mr. Heinemann, contains a 
curious allusion to contrasted conditions of the Jews in England under the 


two successive reigns of William IV. and Her present Majesty. In the 


first volume, in the chapter “from Proclamation to Coronation,” the 
following passage occurs :— 


_." In accordance with precedent, Her Majesty expressed her satisfacti 
with the civic welcome by conferring a baronet a the Lord Ma chen 
knighthood on each of the two Sheriffs, one of whom was Mr. Monte ore, the 
first Jew to be knighted by an English Sovereign since the re-admission of Jews 
to England in the seventeenth century. The distinction thus accorded to a son 
of Israel, whose subsequent career was one long demonstration of his knightly 
worth, may be regarded as the point at which the English Jews passed from 
social discredit to their present equality with their fellow citizens of the 
Christian Faith. So late as August, 1835, when Dr, Allen appeared before him 
to do homage for the See of Ely, William IV, was pleased to remark to the new 
ishop, ‘My Lord, I do not mean to interfere in any way with your vote in 
Parliament except on one subject, the Jews, and I trust [ may depend on your 
always voting against them;’ and now, in the Autumn of 1837, the King’s 
successor was laying a sword on a Jew’s shoulder, and bidding him rise ‘Sir

We may supplement these remarks with the observation that during the 
long period which has elapsed since the Queen's accession, the number of 
Jewish Knights whom Her Majesty has created, including those who were 
knighted in their civic capacity as Sheriffs, only amounts to ten. In other 
words, had they all lived simultaneously, there would have been a knightly

THE NEW EXODUS OF THE JEWS. 


Sir,—The Rev. J. C. Street, an old friend of mine, who was formerly 
minister of an important Unitarian Congregation at Belfast, and is now holding 
a similar position in the “ Church of the Saviour,” Birmingham, lectured some 
little time ago before the members of his congregation on the above subject. 
Tr by chance obtained a copy of a printed collection of Sunday evening lec- 
tures delivered at Birmingham by the same reverend gentleman, in which the 
lecture bearing the above-named title is inserted, I was so greatly struck with the 
contents of the latter that I deemed it expedient to draw the attention of your 
readers to it. Theconcluding part thereof will, however, give a sufficient idea 
of the style and contents of the whole. It runs as follows :— 

“ My sympathies go out to these (Russian) Jews. I may make a confession 
to you, that I dove the Jews. Loweso much to them. How could I be in any 
Christian Church, and not be under obligation to the Jews ?_ How could I read 
out of these ancient Scriptures, and not recognise the help that has come from 
thisstrange and wonderful people ? And to me it has been a great privilege to 
be broughtinto personal contact with the Jews. IfI have seen imperfection and 
failure in them, as youhaveseen; if there aresome things in them that I donot like 
and cannotapprove, what of that ? Who is faultless? Listen to thestory of this 
people—how they have always had to be on the defence, oe ay had to fight for 
their children, to fight for their religion, to fight for their God. Am to forget, 
when I look at some things I do not like, that much of this has been brought 
about by the people of whom I am one ?—that by us they have been beaten, 
whipped as slaves, hunted, persecuted, put to death through countless sufferings? 
The marvel to me is that the Jewish people stand so erect to-day. Wherever 
they are, you miy beat them, oppress them, drive them to the floor; but 
somehow thev will rise again, and with keen clear eyes lookinto yours. Defiant 
still, they will say, as they well may say: You cannot destroy us; God has 
placed within us powers of endurance and powers of energy which belong to 
the life of the world ; men may come and men may go: civilizations may appear 
and disappear ;:literature may bloom and be lost; but we shall remain unto the 
end, And I believe they will. A vigorous, energetic, brilliant people, of 
marvellous powers and capacities, I believe they wil/ live for ever. 
I, therefore, have no hesitation in making my confession that I love 
these people, who, throughout history, have exercised so wonderful an influence 
on the life of the world. I fain would do anything that I could to relieve the 

ersecution of this people, and to bring about that great brotherhood of 
umanity which shall recognise neither Jew nor Gentile, bond nor free, but 
which shall lay the stamp of its humanity upon all, and which shall bring about 
‘peace upon earth and good-will among men.” | 

I ought, perhaps, to mention that Mr. Street does not belong to that class 
of Christian clergymen, or well-paid and well-fed missionaries, who with a 
sanctimonious smile and a heavenwards turned look express sometimes their 
love and admiration for the Jews. He, on the contrary, has no hidden motives 
for stating that he is fond of our people, and what he says about them com:2s 
from a true heart—the heart of a Christian divine come i/ faut,

25th, 1892, of the Relief Department of the Township of Manchester, the 
following particulars are given relating to alien Paupers : Information has been 
obtained, through the Registrar General, from which it appears that out of the 


145,000 persons who were enumerated at the Census of 181, as residing within 


the Township of Manchester, 8.372 were born out of the United Kingdom, 
viz. :—European foreigners, 2,644; other foreigners, 181; natives of British 
Colonies or Dependencies, 333 ; British Subjects born abroad, 164; total], 3,372. 
The proportion of foreign residents to population is as follows :—Proportion

THE GENERAL ELECTION FOR THE 
REICHSTAG. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
BERLIN, JUNE 19rH, 1893. 


The General Election for the German Parliament, which took place on the 


15th inst., has turned out very unfavourably for us. Up till now only 209 
members out of 397 have been definitely chosen by an _ absolute 


“majority, and in 177 districts second ballots will be held on the 24th inst.; and 


then only it will be possible to give a more accurate description of the new 
Parliament, 
So much is however certain, that we have lost many friends through the 


defeat of the Liberal party ; and our opponents, the Anti-Semites, have gained 
many victories. | 


The Anti-Semites and the Social Democrats have obtained an extraordinarily 


larger number of votes than before. The reason is not far to seek ; the general 


discontent of the people caused their success, It has with truth been said, that 
‘‘ Anti-Semitism is the Socialism of fools,’ and that saying has been proved 
true by the results of the recent election. When circumstances are bad, the 
ignorant make the Jew the scapegoat. 

When a man like Ahlwardt, who has been branded as a liar and a slanderer, 


and has been condemned, is twice returned, once by his former constituency 


Friedeberg-Arnswalde by 8,046 votes, and also as a candidate for the second 
ballot in Neustettin in Pomerania, a town with certainly questionable 
notoriety on account of the excesses practised there some years ago against the 
Jews, one can have very little respect for the wisdom of such electors. oo 

The following anti-Semitic members, besides Alhwardt, have up till now 
been returned: Max Hugo Liebermann von Sonnenberg for Tritzler-Ziegen- 
haim in Hesse ; and Graefe for Bautzen-Kamenz in Saxony. 

In 17 constituencies there are anti-Semitic candidates for the second 
ballots, and next Saturday will doubtless see them in possession of several seats in 
Parliament. It is especially noteworthy how anti-Semitism has increased 
in Saxony. Formerly the anti-Semites were only successful in Hesse, 
now their disastrous activity has spread over to Saxony and six 


constituencies there have returned anti-Semites for the second ballot, 


four being at the head of their respective polls, This is all the more astonish- 
ing, because in Saxony, out of a population of three-and-a-half millions, only 
9368 are Jews, three Jews to 10 Christians. In spite of this, the votes 
obtained by the anti-Semites amounted to 86,821, compared with 4,788 obtained 
by them in 1800.

F. Stern read the Haftarah of the day asa Scripture Lesson, and delivered an 
address on the Rebellion of Korah against Moses and Aaron. In the course of 
his remarks Mr. Stern expressed the hope that the division of the service would 
gradually be the means of drawing a larger number of the seatholders and also 
many of the poor and working classes to a solemn and decorous service, 
Referring to those whose absence, perhaps for the first time that day, was to be 
regretted, the preacher earnestly trusted that they would loyally acquiesce in the

reminded them that to hold aloof from the synagogue was to follow the 
example of Korah and his confederates, whose rebellion against the constituted 
leaders of the congregation was fraught with so muc' disaster to Israel.

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THE JEWS IN RUSSIA.

The Russian Prefect of Libau, who was last week in St. Petersburg, made a 
formal application to the Minister of the Interior fora further two years’ grace 
for the Jews resident in that Baltic port, and under order of expulsion. The 
Minister's decision has not yet been made known, but there is reason to hops, I 
learn, that the prolongation of the expulsory decree will be accorded, There 
are 6,000 Jews toleave Libau, | 

The cruellest feature of these expulsions, where a short notice only is 
vouchsafed, are the ruinous sacrifices to which the expatciated Jews, who possess 
immovable property, must submit, Under any circumstances, of course, heavy 
losses are unavoidable, as the buyers take every advantage of the force majeure 
which compels the Jew to sell to drive very keen bargains. Still, where plenary 
notices are accorded and the bidders are very numerous, something like an 
approximately equivalent return may be obtained; but where unreasonably 
short warnings are given, the little properties of the expelled are necessarily 
disposed of at a mere tithe of their value, Thus it frequently happens, as 
I have myself on many occasions observed, that a Jewish family living in 
moderate comfort, and possessing some little remunerative property, leaves this 
country with a few roubles to start a new careerin a strange land and among a 
strange people. They go forth practically as mendicants among their foreign 
coreligionists. It will be readily imagined how bitter and degrading this cruel 
chinge of fortune and circumstances must be to people who have before enjoyed 
the independence of honest and industrious toil, and have never hitherto had 
occasion to seek alms from their more affluent neighbours and brethren in creed 

The brief notices given in many instances under the Expulsory Edict do not 
always emanate directly from the Ministry. A comparatively large discretion is 
invested in the local adrainistratars, and these officials act not infrequently from 
motives of malice or from that crass perversity which characterises many of the 
provincial satraps and high-placed tchinovniki. Where an indulgence is shown, 
it is not always to be attributed to the personal humanity or benevolent spirit 
of the iocal administrator, but to the bribes compulsorily paid to him. ‘There 
are, of course, exceptions where the chief authority executes his instructions 
under the Imperial Edict with a!l possible leniency and consideraticn for those 
whom it is his duty to expel. But these exceptions are, unfortunately, few ard 
infrequent. 

The Warsharski Viestnek states that a representative group of the more 
intell gent section of Jews in the Polish capital have started a society for the 
inculcation of a greater respect for sanitary laws and domestic cleanliness among 
the great mass ot the poorer coreligionists. Extreme poverty must naturally 
largely excuse the laxity of such rudimentary observances among the very poor, 
but the new society ma) by diligent efforts succeed in effecting reforms and 
improvementsin this respect, which will materially add to the domestic comfort 
of the people, and reduce the sickness and mortality percentages which are 
usually very high in the poorer and congested Jewish quarters of Warsaw. 


Conrerence OF Rappis Reussia.—The elections are still proceeding in 
tie several Jewish congregations in Russia of delegates to the Conference of 
Ral bis, which, as announced by us some time ago, the Government will convene 
in the autumn to discuss varions Jewish questions.

— WARNING TO INTENDING EMIGRANTS TO THE ARGENTINE —The Jewish 
Colonization Association publishes in the Weschod of St. Petersburg a commu- 
nique warning Russian Jews, except such as have been selected by agents of the 
Association, from procceding to the Argentine. The Association states that 
notwithstanding previous warnings many Jewish families have arrived in the 

Argeniine, in the belief that they would be accepted as colonists. They cannot 
be received as such, nor will any assistance be given to them to return to Russia. 
If after this final warning unselected Russian Jews will still be foolish enough 
to go to Argentina, the consc quences will rest on their own heads. 

JEWISH COLONISATION IN CaNAapA.—The agent of the Young Men’s 
Hebrew Benevolent Society in Montreal, the trustees of the Baron Hirsch fund 
in Canada, under whose auspices the Colony west of Oxbow, Assiniboia 
was established a couple of years ago, bas been on a visit to the settlement. 
Mr, Baker says the Colony has been successful and the settlers are doing fairly 
well, all contented and hopeful of the future. None of them desire to return 
east, and those from the Old Country say the cold is no worse than that 
experienced in Europe. Seventy-three families were settled under the auspices 
of the society, and in addition thirty other Hebrew families have taken up 
homesteads in the settlements, and twenty-two families have already been 
selected to ke settled thissummer, Several of the families have succeeded so 
well they are already self-sustaining, and are on a fair way Of saving money the 
coming season, and the settlers have now a considerable area ready for cropping 
in the spring, which will be sown with wheats, oats, and flax. Every family has 
a garden patch, and the coming summer will grow all the vegetables necessary 
for next winter. There is an element of co-operation.in the Colony. <A large 
supply store is established in the town of Hirsch, and all groceries, clothing, 
hour, at wholesale and retailed to the members of the 

y al a sight advance on cost, just sufficient to pay expenses. The 
promoters of the Colony keep all settlers supplied until the end of 1893. but 
every article is charged against the respective families, and the amounts will be 
deducted when the future crops are sold. During the past winter several of the 


men earned considerable money. by hauling coal from the Hazzard mines of

THE JEWS IN ROUMANIA. 


FURTHER RESTRICTIONS AND EXPULSIONS, 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


BucuaReEst, JUNE 15ru, 1893 


After a session of six months and five days the Roumanian Parliament has 
suspended its labours until the 27th of November, in conformity with the 
Constitution. 

Our legislators have passed numerous Bills, nearly every one of which deals 
a mortal blow at us Jews. I refer particularly to the Education and Public 
Health Acts, which, as I have already informed you, will exclude Jews from 
Public Hospitals and Schools, to whose maintenance they have to contribute, 
L have also told you that in every possible way we have protested against thoge 
iniquities, so that the civilised world may know that in this country self-styled 
the Belgium of the East and the France of the Balkan States, Anti-Semitism js 
the flag of the Government and of the high dignitaries of the Kingdom, who 
frightfully persecute us because of our fidelity to our religion. Yes, we cried 
aloud, but all in vain, for neither meetings nor our protests in the press or 
petitions to the King and Parliament produced satisfactory results. On the 
contrary it may be affirmed that these demonstrations have aroused still more 
the hatred of the powers that be against the unhappy, defenceless Jews, You 
may judge from what follows if Iam not right. | | 

As the doors of the Public Elementary Schools have been closed to the 
Jews, we, who value the education of our children as much as we do our own 
lives, have made preparations to establish private denominational schools and to 
engage competent Jewish teachers, of whom there is happily no scarcity, and 
who are as capable as Christian teachers, But our enemies are on the alert, and 
are devising almost unsurmountable obstacles for us, In fact, at the Ministry of | 
Public Instruction, a minute is being drafted, according to which the buildings 
of private schools will have to be of vast dimensions and consequently costly, and 
no one will be permitted to become a teacher unless he has been trained in the 
State Normal School for Teachers, and possesses a certificate of competency 
from that school. Now, for the purpose of extensive buildings, large sums of 
money will be required, but the Jews in Roumania are not rich, as the Govern- 
ment alleges and as some of our coreligionists in Western Europe imagine. 
Moreover, there is no Jew who has studied at the State Normal School fer 
Teachers, for the simple reason that Jews have never been admitted there. The 
Government aims at placing education beyond the reach of the mass of Jews, by. 
compelling them to erect and maintain buildings more spacious than their means 
will permit, and to engage special teachers who will demand salaries more than 
double and treble their merits. | 

By such wicked and calculated proceeding», the Government will throw du:t 
into the eyes of the credulous, by making believe that they are concerned about 
the health of Jewish chiliren being properly safeguarded and about their being 
taught by experienced pedagogues; but the real truth is that they wish to 
prevent Jews from being enlightened through education. 

The outlook for our future is very dark. Already we know that in the next 
Session Parliament will drive us out of the Secondary Schools, that is to say 
the State Gymnasiums and Lyceums, as it has hunted us, in the past sassion 
from Elementary, Commercial, Arts and Trades’ Schools. At no distant time 
the Faculties will no longer be accessible to Jews. 

Through the indiscretion of some persons who know the intentions of the 
Government, we have been made aware that it proposes to do all in its pow.r > 
and to stop at no chicanery to compel u3 to emigrate. M. Lascar Catargi, the 
Prime Minister, wants all the wealth of Roumania to be in the hands of 
Christians exclusively. Even the bread which the Jews earn by the sweat of 
their brows M. Catargi pretends is torn out of the mouths of Christians, ‘That 
such is the desire of the Government, I do not doubt in the least, for I see it in 
the symptoms that appear at every instant. Nevertheless we hope that it will 
not be realized, fer God is with us, and will not abandon us to our enemies. 

Already our Government is being punished for its crimes agains: the Jews. 
The country has been visited with inundations which have done damige t) 
roads, railway and other bridges to the extent of about 10) million francs, Tie 
Goyernment will have to find the means for making the necessary repairs which 
are so urgentas to brook nodelay. But seeing that the country owes more than 
a milliard and 100 million francs, it will not b2 so easy to borrow money as wai | 
formerly the case. The last five per cant. loan of 5) million frane3s wis con- 
tracted at 94 percent. in Berlin with Bleichréders, which a3 a Jewish banking firm 
and representing the Rothschilds, should refuse its assistance to an anti-Semitic 
Government. But this is not all. The same inundations did almost incalculable 
harm to the crops, so that the Inland Revenue has this year been urable to 
1ealise the amount provided for in the Budget from taxes. Besides, all sorts 
of epidemics have broken out among the peasants, which makes us fear that evil 
days are in store for this beautiful land of Roumania fallen into bad hands 


as Prince John Ghica, when Minister of Roumaniain London, once said to Lord 
Palmerston, The vicious ways of our rulers will bring great disasters on our 
country, especially if the great Jewish financial houses of the West plac> 
Roumania on the Index as they have done Russia, for there is no difference 
between the two countries in regard to the bad treatment of the Jews. 


I have said bad treatment, but I should have to employ the words 
atrocious and savage were I to describe in detail the recent expulsions of 
Jewish families from the. rural communes of Moldavia, and especially of 
eighty families living in the village of Buya, district of Folticani. Tae 
accounts given by Christian eye-witnesses of these evictions are frightful. 
Octogenarians, women in an advanced state of pregnancy and in childbed 
infants of tender age, were driven from their couches in the middle of the 
niglit, during a torrent of rain, by an armed force, thrown into the 
fields, and beaten without pity by the myrmidons of the law 
The Christian inhabitants revolted at the sight of these barbarities, and pro- 
tested in favour of the poor victims, betel of whom have since died from 
their injuries, while others have contracted incurable diseases. 3 


Such is the treatment of the Jews in Roumania under the régime of the 
Conservative Government. 


At the moment of closing this letter, I learn that under the Public Health 
Act, to which I have referred above, and which has been published in the 
Moniteur Offciel, trading in drugs is forbidden to Jews. ‘'his is a new restric- 
tion which will take the bread from the mouths of numerous Jewish families 
whose heads did a good trade as druggists wholesale and retail,

The East London Tent of the Society for the Colonisation of Palestine held 
a public meeting at the Jewish Working Men’s Club, Great Alie Street, on Sun- 
dav last for the purpose of welcoming home Colonel Goldsmid on his return 
from Argentina. Mr. Josepu Prac, Commander and Vice Chief, occupied the 
chair. Previously to the meeting, Hon. Officers and Delegates for the ensuing 
year were elected as follows:—Tent No. 1., Mr. J. Peag, Commander ;: Mr. 
Hermano Landau, Vice-Commander; Mr. A. Miller, Treasurer; Messrs. M. 
Coopman and A. Watnik, Auditors; Mr. J. Kaufman, Hon. Secretary; Dele- 
gates to Headquarters :—Messrs. H. Becker, N. Caplan, A. Finkenstein, J. 
Kaufman, A, Miller, E. W. Rabbinowicz, M. Rosenthal and J. Singer. Sixteen 
Councillors were also elected, and the elections were strongly contested. 

The CHAIRMAN said that they had assembled to welcome Colonel Goldsmid 
back to England, and he was glad to see that his sympathy with the Chovevi 
Zion Society and his love for the cause had not diminished one iota. He was the 
same Lover of Zion as when they bade him God speed, and he showed his 
sympathy with the society by making his first public appearance since his return 
to England on the platform of their society. ‘The hearts of all lovers of Zion 
went out withColonel Goldsmid in the difficult task which he undertook to per- 
form. They knew he was going out to face great difficulties, and he had met — 
with tremendous obstacles. He had to evolve from chaos, order and good 
government. He was hampered and hindered by those who had been thriving 
on the bad government that had hitherto existed. But Colonel Goldsmid, true 
soldier of Israel as he was, grappled with the obstacles, and overcame them. He 
did not know: whether Colonel Goldsmid intended to remain at home in the 
service of his Queen and country, or whether he would go back again in the ser- 
vice of his brethren, but the impression of his noble character had been indelibly 
made upon the work of colonisation in Arge.tina, that no power would be able 
to blot out its good effects—(Loud cheers). Perhaps he might ba allowed to 
digress from the object that had brought them together, and say a little of the 
scheme for the colonisation of Palestine. The Chovevi Zion was a great society, 
not only in the fact that its foundation rested on the adherence of so many of 
their poorer brethren, but because it had held up the ideal now approaching 
near the bounds of practical politics. During the last twelve months the Society 
had advanced to a great extent. They had broadened and deepened and extended 
it until there was scarcely a city in the United Kingdom that had a congregation 
where there was not a tent of the Chovevi Zion, The flowing tide was with them, 
They had their periodieal which was endeavouring to undo some of those 
fallacies that still existed in regard to the future of Palestine. The testimony 
of Major Conder and everybody who had visited Palestine had exploded the 
theory that the Holy Land wasa barren waste. Baron Edmond de Rothschild 
had conclusively disproved the idea merely by spending and investing money in 
Palestine, They did not ask for the consideration of people who were opposed 
to colonisation in Palestine, they asked for fair play, The calamity which some 
time ago threatened to break up the Society, had happily been’ effectually 
averted. The Ottoman Government had given 1ts permission to the transfer of 
lands to the Jews, and now it was only necessary to proceed with the work of 
the Society. He believed he was expressing their sentiments when he said that 
no greater honour could be done to Colonel Goldsmid than to become a member 
of that Society, which had his sympathy and support.—(Cheers). 

Mr. H. moved a resolution of welcome to Cojonel Goldsmid, 
and thanked him for his great work on behalf of the Jews. 

Mr. HERMANN LANDAU, in seconding the resolution, spoke first in Yiddish 
and afterwards in English. He said he liked to hear Yiddishspoken. It was the 
language of six millions of people, and if he had been sufficiently versed in 
that language he would have been glad to continue addressing them by means 
of that tongue. He had just returned from Palestine, where he had seen the 
wonders that Baron Edmond de Rothschild was working there. What looked 
like mounds of sand had been converted into fruitful vineyards. He had tasted 
the wine at fourpence a bottle, and it was quite as good as that sold in England 
for the same number of shillings. ‘Truly, the promised land was beginning to 
flew with milk and honey. Death lost all its bitterness in Palestine. In the 
Beth Holim the patients awaited their end almost with joy, so great was their 
faith in the future. | | 

The CHIEF Rabpt, speaking first in English and then in Yiddish, said that 
Colonel Goldsmid reminded him of two great characters venerated in the Bible, 
and in English history. Colonel Goldsmid reminded him in the first place of 
Joshua, son of Nun, for to him was given a tisk as hard as.was given to that 
great general in [srael. He had to go and almost conquer the land which was 
to be for the settlement of their oppressed brethren. And at the same time he 
reminded him of the late General Gordon—a man whose character was wonder- 
fully hke that of Joshua. That kindness and firmness, which were the late 
Greneral Gordon’s principal characteristics were so marked in Colonel Goldsmid 
that he brought back to his mind the lives of those two great m:n. 

Dr. 8. A. Hirscu supported the motion, which was carried unanimously. 

Colonel GoLpsMID, on rising to reply, was greated with the wildest 
enthusiasm; the whole of the-vast audience rose and, waving: their hats, 
cheered him again and again. When the applause had subsided he thanked 
them for the welcome they had given him. He did not agrea with Mr. Landau 
with regard to Yiddish. The Jews had been promised a pure language, and 
Yiddish was anything but that. Colonel Goldsmid then gave an account of his 
work in Argentine, which was in a great part a repetition of what he said 
at the Maccabseans, as reported in last week’s Jewish Chronicle, He explained 
the system by which he settled the colonists in Entre Rios, and illustrated his 
remarks by plans which he sketched on a black board, and by frequent references 
to a large map of the Argentine Republic. He especially referred to the 
dishonesty with which he had to dea!, and which for some time drew his 
attention from the work of colonization. Some of the colonies being as far 
apart as Vienna from Edinburgh they could imagine the time that was occupied 
in travelling from one colony to the other. He appointed an_ inspector over 
each district, and in one instance the district inspector was a Jew but he was 

not a success. The colonists were jealous of him and paid absolutely no 
attention to him. At Moisesville there was the system of entire self-govern- 
ment, and he hoped it would succeed. When he lett the Argentine he gave a 
series of instructions to the gentlemen who remained in his place, that they were 
to institute self-goverament amongst the colonists as quickly as possible. He 
ad been repeutedly asked whether the Jewish colonies in the Argentine would 
Succeed, but it was impossible to foretell in a year, There were so many 
angers that surrounded the scheme. He dreaded a rush of Jews to Argentina 
Who had not been sent by Biron Hirsch, and that was perhaps 
the most serious danger, If a crowd went out to the colonies 
Which were unprepared to receive them, it would be impossible for them 
to establish themselves, They would flock into the towns and the spirit of 
é Argentines would be roused against the Jews, Anti-Semitic artic.es 
ad appeared in the Argentine papers, but when it was found that the Jews 
ept away from the towns, the prejudice gradually died out. He had always 
endeavoured to foster a spirit of good will amongst the Argentines, and on one 
oF two occasions where difficulties had arisen, he had had every assistance from 
the Government of that Republic, without having to give “Backsheesh.” 
hroughout the whole of the time he had been away he had never given a bribe 
of any sort. If Baron Hirsch’s Scheme was not worth supporting oa its merits, 
he was not going to purchase support with gold, When he addressed the Chovevi , 


Zion Society before he went away, he said that he looked upon his going to 
Argentina as going to school. One of the things he had learned while at that 
school was that Jews could be agriculturists, and they would ka agriculturists in 
the Argentine if they worked hard. The people who invariably succeeded in 
Argentina were the Italians. They came out without money and worked for 
about a year as farm assistants. They lived on little, and having saved money, 
they hired as much land as they could. Their wives, little children and them- 
selves then set to work with a will, and it was surprising the money they made, 


The lesson they could never learn too well was not to go out to the colonies 


unless everything was prepared for them. Colonel Goldsmid impressed upon 
them the necessity of strong families going out when possible. A man and 
woman alone could not succeed, but a family of about six or eight males capable 
of working, stood a fair chance of being successful.

At the East Lo-dun Synagogue a muarriage is suiemnised for the inclusive fee of 
1(s.64. As regards Mr. Harris's allegation that the Marriage Service at that synagogue 
is “ slurred over by Mr. Greenberg in a hasty and infesorous manuer,’ I have to state 
that some of my Honorary Officers, and the Honorary Officers of the East London 
Synagogue, as well as many other gentlemen, have paid repeated visits to the East London 
Sycagogue during the solemnisation of cheap marriages, and have found the Marriage 
Service conducted ia a hight+ decorous, so!emn and becoming manner, and I[ have no hesi- 
tation ia asserting that Mr, Harris’s allegatioa is incorrect. 

It would appear from your letter that the aop!ication cf the “ Peace and Tranquility ”’ 
Chevra is malaly, if not wholly, based upon this allegation, and withthe object of further- 
ing the views of one person who, as you remark, “is st the same time the President of the 
Chevra, the proposed Secretary and the father of the bride.” | 

I fully endor-e your remarks “ that it might be inexpedient for the Board to initiate 
a systomof certifying Secretaries for mere Chevras such asthe Synagogue ia question.” 
It would be most unwise that officia's of Chevras (whose members assemble for prayers 
in all sorts and conditions of places, and who do not in any way contribute towards tha 
support of the Board of Deputies or other communal institutions) should be empowered 
to act es Registrars of Marriages. Thes2 officials are in many cases practically self- 
appointed, they have little or no acquaintanc? with the duties encumbent upon Registrars, 
and they would assuredly bring the system of registration of Jewish marriages into dis- 
repute. I would further add that, in my opinion, the * Peace acd Tranquility’ Chevra 
is nut ‘Sa real Jewish Synagogue” in the sense contemplated by the Marriage Act. (Vide 
Hammick on the Marriage Laws). |

THE GERMAN ELEOTIONS 


To-morrow the second ballots in the German Elections will be held, and 
within two or three days the final composition of the new Reichstag 
will be before the world. It requires very little clairvoyance to tell in what 
proportions of party elements this composition will be constituted. For all 
practical purposes the results of the Elections are now known, and those 
results must be pronounced profoundly unsatisfactory. Except the Social 
Democrats there is not one political party in the Fatherland which can look 
back on the electoral struggle with complacency. In regard to the Army 
Bills upon which the country was chietly appealed to for its judgment no 
really decided verdict has been given. The grand totals of the votes 
certainly reveal a majority against the Government, but by their distribution ¢

their potency has been lost, and it is possible that the adversaries of 
Militarism will find themselves in a minority. At the same time parties will 
be so nearly matched that the Government will at the best experience great 
difficulty in carrying any useful legislation. A second source of dissatisfaction 
is the almost total annihilation of the Freisinnige party. Thoughtful men 
of all shades of political opinion must deplore the disappearance of an 
Opposition animated by statesmanlike views and a sense of responsibility, 
especially when its place is taken by extremists of the Social Democratic 
type. 

But if the results of the elections are disappointing in a national sense, 
they are infinitely more unsatisfactory from the specific points of view of the 
Jewish community. In the first place, the already inadequate contingent of 
Jewish members has been reduced from five to two, and it is not likely that 
this number will be increased at the second ballots. Herr Bamnercerr, the 
former colleague of Lasker, and the last considerable Jewish figure left in 
German politics, has voluntarily closed his distinguished career. Herr Max 
Hirscn has added one more defeat to an already chequered political life. 
ARTHUR STADTHAGEN, the eloquent lawyer and ebullient Socialist, has been 
outstripped at Nieder-Barnim by a Conservative with whom he has to go to a 
second ballot. There remain only the two Socialist deputies, Herren Sixcer 
and Wurm, both of whom have retained the confidence of their old constituencies: 
The bare idea that these two gentlemen—respectable and able though they 
be—can be accepted as an adequate Parliamentary representation of the great

We are referring to the growing discontent and social 
of the German people. ‘This discontent is responsible for the 
extremist tendencies which have on the one hand decimated the Freisinnige 
party, and on the other, given so strong an impulse to Socialism and Anti- 


Semitism. With the disappearance of the Freisinnige party there vanishes 


the only party inthe State to which the Jews as a_ body could attach them- | 


selves. Here and there, perhaps, but to the 
great bulk of the community, attached as it is to the moderate doctrines 
of an individualist Liberalism, the extreme and dogmatic views of Herren.

Hence nothing remains for the Jewish politician 
But it is not only on this account that the Jews must 
deplore the disaster which has overtaken the party of Herr Ricuter. That 
party was largely a Jewish creation. Laskes and BamBeraer co-operated 
in founding it when the Cartel threatened to stifle all healthy opposition in 
the Reichstag. The Freisinnigen were the sole remaining depositaries of 
independent Liberalism in the Fatherland and the only reliable champions of

The polls 
show that in three years this increase has risen from 49,000 votes to nearly 
200,000 and this is probably very far from an adequate representation of its 
real numbers, since nearly every Conservative candidate was formally pl d sed 
to the Anti-Semitic programme. In 1887 the Reichstag contained only two 
Anti-Semitic members. In 1890 this number was increased to five. The 
coming Parliament will probably find nine or ten comfortably installed on its 
benches without counting Herr Sroecker and the Judeophobe Conserva- 
tives. LigepermMaN von and Graere are already 
definitely elected, and of the eighteen who have to go to second ballots quite 
half willbereturned. The fact that SrogckeRr has been over-topped by a Natior a! 


Liberal at Wittgenstein-Siegen, and will have to contest the seat again is

These essays, reprinted from the Rerue des Deur Jondes, and now collected 
in a handy volume, deserve more than a passing notice in Jewish 
journal, They differ incvery respect from the bulk of the ephemeral literature 
Which has been called forth by whe anti-Semitie agitation. If this agitation 
were to subside next week, the work of M. Leroy-Beaulien would lose. none of its 
value, for we have here the views of a Christian historian and philosopher, 
swayed by nolostihty to the Jeas, nor by any disbelief in Christianity. No 
Jewish reader can help noticing, after reading only a few pages of this book, 
that the author knows what he writes about. There is here no hasty judging 
from appearances, no condemnation without careful weighing of evidence, no 
epizraummatic superficiality. Prolonged study of our sacred books, personal and 
cloge acquaintance with our people in many parts of the world, a thorough know- 
ledge of history,acute observation and great power of condensation, all have 
heen combined in the person of M. Leroy-Beaulieu ; and the result is that the 
work deserves to be called Epoch-making’ more than many to which 
the epithet is too liberally applied. 

The author begins by a rapid but clear sketch of the numbers of the Jewish 
people and the treatment to which they are subjected in various countries. He 
then examines the anti-Semitic agitation analytically, and endeavours to 
trace it back to its true causes. M. Leroy-Beaulieu eloquently, but summarily 
dismisses as entirely groundless the various blood accusations “which have from 
time to time been brought against the Jews from the year 1100 of the Vulgar 
Era, ind points out how utterly absurd such charges are in face of the laws aud 
practice not only of the Torah, but also of Rabbinical teaching. Other grounds 
of hatred, implying less odious bat more general sins against their fellow- 
citizens, are dealt with in the second chapter and on various other pages of the 
volume. That a number of persons, animated by hatred to our people, have 
quoted isolated phrases out of the Talmud, not obly without the context which 
explains them, but also without even a superficial knowledge of the great work 
itself, and have used these passages to foster the prejudices of the ignorant. is 
clearly shown, and M. Leroy-Beaulieu very pointedly asks his readers to remember 
who were the Goyim who were cursed in some of the Rabbinical writings, They 
were the Greeks of Antiochus, the Romans of Titus and Hadrian. the Persians 
of the Sissanides ; the destroyers of the Temple and the oppressors of Judah 
Wisely enough, the author says that a few isolate | quotations from the Talmud 
cannot carry the condemnation of Judaism, for no religion would survive a 
similar process of petty. dissection, Space is wanting for us to do more than 
refer our readers to the pages in which the numerous pamphlets (and even more 
important works) purporting to unveil the wicked mysteries of Judaism are scorn- 
fully set down at their true value. ‘ | 

From these attacks which, absurd ag they are, have not yet ended, we 
turn to the more serious-consideration of the modern and philosophic charge— 
started in the first instance by Sticker and now almost a commonplace in 
Germany, Austria and rance—that the Jews are demoralising society

victims of the longest and crueliest persecution which has ever fallen on a 
and points out eloquently how the Jew was forced to cheat and deceive t 
his very life, how every career, every profession was (and still is, in certain 
countries pretending to be civilised) closed to him, and how the most sordid 
methods of earning a livelihood for his wife and children were the only ones he 
could adopt. ‘“ How dare the anti-Semites,” he says, “accuse the Jews of 
clannishness when for many centuries the Christians shut them up in rhettog 
and marked them with a yellow patch when they ventured out? The Christians 
have themselves erected the walls which separate them from the Jews and now 
they charge the Jews with being foreigners and aliens. How can they expect 
a race which has thus been treated for so many generations to have the same ideag 
the same notions of honour, the same ambitions, and the same habits as their 
oppressors 7” In short, without denying or making light of the faults which are, 
unfortunately, too common among the Jews, he proves up to the hilt that these 
faults are the inevitable result of the treatment to which they have been subjected, 
and that they are tending very rapidly to disappear in the three countries where 
Jewish emarcipation is complete, and where hatred of the Jews is discouraged, 
viz., in the British Empire, in the United States, and in France. 

In all that we have so far briefly alluded to, M. Leroy-Beaulieu probably tells 
very little that is new to us, though much of it will undoubtedly place matters 
before Christian readers in a new light. Aud the chief merits in this portion of 
his work are his eloquent clearness, his entire impartiality, and his faculty of 
marshalling his facts and arguments. But there is more in the book ; there is a 
theory which, startling as itis, cannot fail to be accepted, at least to some extent, 
by thinking men of all creeds, if they take the trouble to read carefully M. Leroy 
Beaulieu’s arguments, and to refer to his authorities. 

Ie boldly attacks the “ anti-Semitic ” feeling at its very head ; he denies 
that the so-called Aryans are really pure. Aryans; he contends that the Jews 
are no longer an entirely Semitic race, but that ancient inter-marriages and more 
recently those of the Marranos in the Peninsula have introduced much Aryan 


blood into the stock ; he asserts that even the sordid Polish Jew is in every 


respect nearer akin to the modern Frenchman or German than would be a high 
caste Brahmin of the purest Aryan descent : and finally he points triumphantly 
to the Christian religion itself and asks whether it is not Semitic in its origin 
and surroundings, and whether its founder and its followers for several genera- 
tions were not exclusively Semitic ? 

It is strange that this last conclusion has never been drawn (or has been 
wilfully neglected) by the learned among the anti-Semites. It would appear 
tliat even their unreasoning and unreasonable attacks on our race and feligion 
should cease when they remember that their religion descends from ours and 
from-our race. Jews may justly be unwilling to accept the view that the stock 
is no longer purely Semitic, but they must gladly admit with our author that if 
Aryan there be —which the more recent theories render doubtful—there is now 
no longer a sharp line of demarcation in bodily, moral and mental characteristics 
between the educated Jew of Scamitic extraction and the educated European of 
so-called Aryan race. | | 

Still more gladly will our people welcome the weapon forged for us by 
M. Leroy Beaulieu and remember that Christianity is as Seimitic in its origin as 
Judaism, that the Torah on which it is founded and which it has never denied, 
was given to the world by our Semitic people, and, in short, that the eo-called 
Christian Aryans are really only converts to a Semiuc religion. 

Into the very interesting chapters where our author deals with the adapta- 
bility and elasticity of the Jews, and shows how these two qualities tend to 
diminish the differences between them and the nations among whom they dwell, 
we have no space to enter. On the future of Judaism he entertains views with 
which some of us may not agree, but prophecy is always dangerous ground even 
for the ablest philosopher and historian, and there is nothing in -M. Leroy 
Beaulieu’s anticipations of the future to rouse more than difference of opinion. 
No thinking Jew, to whatever party he may belong, can lay down the book 
without feeling that he and all our people owe a deep debt of gratitude to the 
earned and eloquent author, not only for the qualities we have already mentione! 
more than once, but also for the gentleness, sympathy, and thoroughly humane 
spirit which inspires him throughout, and which deprives his words, even when 
he tells us hard truths, of any tinge of bitterness, or of any feeling other than 
generosity and loving-kindness. 


ANOTHER Fasie.—With referenc3 to another “ Blood 
Accusation” in Austria-Hungiry mentioned by us some months ago, the Vienna 
Correspondent of the Daily News writes : A trial is about to take place before 
the District Court of Ungarisch Hradissh which proves what serious conse- 
quences the fable of ritual murders circulated by anti-Jewish fanatics may have 
among the uncultured population of Austria, and the amount of superstition 
which prevails among the Slav part of the people. In the market town of 
Holleschau near Ungarisch Hradisch, lives a Jewish merchant named David 
Tandler, who has been accused twice in three months of having attempted ritual 
murder first upon a servant who had been three days in his house, and secondly 
upon a pedlar woman known as a bad character. Both accusations were believed 
and the man and his family were exposed to cruel persecution, which was after- 
wards extended to the other Jews in the place. Ona the 10th November last a 
servant girl ran away from Tandler’s house in the middle of the night and told 
everybody that she had been pulled out of bed by a number of Jews, Tandler 
among them, who took her to the courtyard where they would have slaughtered 
her ifshe had not made her escape. She showed a number of fresh cuts on her 
hands which have since been proved to have been caused by a window-pane 
which she broke to make her escape. Still the whole town was excited against 
the Jews. On the 27th January a pedlar woman toid that when she had begged 
ata house in the Jews’ street in Holleschau the master of the house and two 
other Jews seized her and dragged her into a ground-floor room where cords 
and knives lay ready. She could not say where all this happened, but on being 
taken to the Jews’ quarter she pointed out Tandler’s house and. identified him, 
his son, and manservant as those who had seized her, The rage of the popula- 
tion increased to such an extent that Tandler, his son, and servant had to be 
arrested. ‘Tandler and his son were able to prove that they had been at a great 
distance on the night in question, and the woman's description of the house was 
all wrong. The three men were released, but this made the people more 11- 
dignant than ever, The judge was accused of having been bribed, Tandler, his 
wife, and children were pelted with stones whenever they left the house, and al 
the Jews of the place were continually insulted. At last chance revealed that 
the woman had forged her documents, and was a thief by profession, She was 
therefore charged with perjury. The servant has already been sentenced to 
thirteen months’ imprisonment for defamation —Dai/y News,

As to the “ Etz Chayim” itself, Dr. Adler is having it copied, and will, it is 
probable, edit the text without much delay. The introductory and critical 
matter could be relegated to a subsequent volume, At all events, the Chief 
Rabbi will, it may be hoped, communicate an account of the work to the new 
Jewish Historical Society. The mere cost of printing the text will be large, 
for the MS. runs to some 900 small but closely written pages. The MS, is still 
in the British Museum, where it was sent from Leipzic for Dr. Adler’s use. But 
he has kindly allowed any student to handle and examine this precious fragment 
of pre-expulsion Judaism in England. | | 


A volume of “ Babylonian Contract Tablets,”. edited and translated by 
Alfred B. Moldenke, has just appeared in New York. The Tablets here dealt 
- with, twenty-one. texts in number, are a portion of the Ward Collection of 
Babylonian Antiquities in tke possession of the Metropolitan Museum of Art 
of New York City. Mr. Moldenke gives (1) the cuneiform text, (2), a short 
description of each Tablet ; (3), the transliteration and translation ; (4),a few 
notes and references; (5), an explanation of the subject matter of the text. Mr. 
Moldenke is a pupil of Professor R. Gottheil, of Columbia College. 


Those who are inclined to sneer -at the nature of Anglo-Jewish records 
would do well to give a glanceat this volume. It consists entirely of financial 
contracts, of statements of debt and repayment, and so forth. Such records, 
however, are at least of as great importance for the writing of history asare 
the deeds of generals and the descriptions of battles. They give us at once an 
insight into the true and unvarnished story of the social condition of the people 
The same thing applies to the English records of the Jews. These records will’ 
help future historians to tell the history of our country ina manner hitherto 
impossible. The only way to serve historical study for the next generation 
will be to specialise. The Jewish Historical Society of England, which by the 
bye already numbers about 11) members, will do more real work the more it 
specialises, 


Dr.S. Rubin's “ Heidenthum und Kabbala (Vienna, Bermann and Alt- 
mann, 18/3), is a popular investigation into the form of mysticism known as the 
Kabbala.

RUSSIA REVISITED.—I. 


| FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


The desire to revisit my old country was marred by some difficulties, the greatest 
of which—the most vexing and at the first glance almost insurmountable—was the 
yassport. Itisa good many years since [ left Russia, and more than a decade since 

became naturalised in England. Obtaining a passport at the Foreign Office is 
the work of a few minutes. But the matter does not end here. If you obtain a 
passport to travel in Russia you must apply to the Russian Consulate for a visa. 
And it is there that the trouble begins for a Jew. If youare a British born 


subject and a Jew, the latter circumstance is marked on the visa, so that the. 


Russian police may know it ata glance, and deal with you accordingly. But if 
ouare a naturalised English subject, then the visa is denied you altogether. 
hey tell you that such individuals have first to apply to St. Petersburg for per- 

mission to be allowed to travel in Russia. The consequence is that a naturalised 

English eubject, no matter to what country he formerly belonged, as soon as he 

declares himself as professing the Mosaic religion, cannot have his passport vise 

at the Russian Consulates in England. I had, therefore, to form some combina- 
tions to solve the difficulty. How I solved it is another story. ; 
Originally I intended to visit the South of Russia, but shortly before leaving 

England, circumstances necessitated my shaping my tour vid St. Petersburg. 

This could not be well effected without some serious danger to my own person. 

Arrived at St. Petersburg, my first move was to find out old friends, and, of 

course, Jewish friends. An opinion prevails in England that the Czar is ignorant 

of the Jewish persecutions altogether. My object whilst in St. Petersburg was 
to find out how far this opinion was founded on truth. Facts, carefully collected 
by me and gathered from reliable sources, have satisfied me beyond doubt that 
whatever may tike place in Russia behind his Imperial back, matters touching 
foreign policy and Jews are solely and entirely managed by the Czar himself. 
It was said that Mr. Durnovo, the Minister of the Interior, and the late General 
Gresser were both at the bottom of the miseries endured by the Jews in Russia 
and the Jewish inhabitants of the capital respectively. The following facts, for 
which I can vouch, being imparted to me by most trustwortby persons, will show 


that neither one nor the other were guilty of the cruelties perpetrated on the 


Jews in their respective departments. 

General Gresser, who, for some years was Governor of one of the districts 
within the ‘‘pale” assigned for Jewish settlement, was on friendly terms 
with local Jews. One of the latter, Mr. Kalischer, happened to visit the capital 
Aligh'ing at an hotel, and handing over his 
passport, he was onthe very day of his arrival summoned to appear before General 
Gresser. While waiting amongst a crowd of all sorts and conditions of men in 
the reception room, the mighty Governor of St. Petersburg, the General, made 
his appearance, and recognising Mr. Kalischor welcomed him in a most frieadly 
manner to the capital, and invited him to call and see him at his residence.

But whether of the 98,000 missing all Were expelled or 
a part of them preferred t» become baptised, I lack statirtics. The same rams 
is going on at Rostov-on-Don, where conversions take place every day. I hays 
spoken to an old friend of mine who, sick of enduring tho tortures of 
the local police, went the other day to Vladikadkas, obtained for a few roubles a 
certificate of baptism froma Russian pop2 and returned here. He is now at 
rest, and so are the police. We sometimes denounce the Russian police for being 
given to bribes. But can we blame a police officer who recolves a briba and 
ignores the presence of a poor family which has been living for years or even 
born here? This the Rostov police did but were denounced by other officials 
jealous of not being able to fleece the Jews in the same way. A fortnight ago 
part of the local police was dismissed and imprisoned to be impeached shortly, 
Their savings, if found, are contise ited. Ant now over 2,009 Jews have 
been summoned to the police to have their dscumants investigated. Tho 
town of Rostov-on-Don his only a few years since been annexed to the 
Don Cossack Territory, and as in that Territory no Jews are allowed to reside 4 
danger threatened the whole community, numbering several thousand families, t ) 
be expelled at a moment’s notice. They appealel to the Ataman of the Cossacks 
Prince Gviatopolk-Mirski, who obtained from the Czir permission that Jews 
who can prove that they resid -d at Rostov prior to that town being annexed to 
the Cossack Territory should not be molested. Of course, those of the Jewish 
inhabitants who possessed property had no difficulty to prove their right to 
remain. But there were many Jews who had no property and no police certiticates, 
Here was a spleadid opportunity for the police to fill their pockets, as they readily 
did. But, as I said, there were some officials who grudged the police their 
golden harvest, and Mr. Martinoff, who is at present the locum tencns of the 
absent Ataman has dismissed the police and ordered an investigation of the 
certificates granted. Arrived the other day at Rostov I alighted at an hotel 
called ‘‘ London.” Before [ could wash myself after a long and_ tedious journey, 
the “boots” entered my room and informed me that, I could not stay there, 
Happily a friend gave me shelter, and 1 am rubbing shoulders with the very 
police. If they only knew it! 


TAILORS’ IMPROVEMENT ASSOCIATION. 


A crowded meeting of master tailors was held last Monday at Christ Church 
Hall, Hanbury Street, for the purpose of meeting Mr. J. B. Lakeman, Her 
Majesty's Superintendent of Workshops. who had consented to expound th: 
new Factory Act. Mr. Mark Moses, President of the Tailors’ Improvement 
Association, occupied the chair. | 

The CHAIRMAN said that Mr. Lakeman had been invested by the Govcrn- 
ment with the carrying out of the new Act, by which he would have great-r 
power and wider scop2 of action. Those who had come into contact with Mr. 
Lakeman knew that the success which attended the former Factory Act was 
largely due to his energy, and although they were at times reprimanded by him 
for their faults and shortcomings, they, without exception, admired the cor- 
scientious way in which he performed his duties and the kindness and considera- 
tion he displayed amongst a class of people who frequently had to be taught 
that workshop legislation was expressly intended for the benefit of the worker. 
—(Applause). | 

Mr. J. B. LAKEMAN then delivered an address. He said thit the work of a 
public official, and especially of a Factory Iaspector, was often troublesome aud 
irksome, and sometimes they had to do that woich went against the grain. |: 
was their duty to maintain discipline, law and impartiality, and the scales of 
justice had to be balanced without any dislike or prejudic2 whatsoever. His 
object in coming to see them was to have a little quiet talk upon the conditioas 
of the new Factory Act. That evening they had peace and quletaess, and those 
who had gathered round him had come to listen and not to disturb. Tne 
differences between the new Act and that of 1878 were not very serious. | I'he 
Chairman would remember the meetings they used to have years ago to discuss 
the features of the 1878 Act which supplanted that of 1867. During that time 
he had endeavoured to traia their minds upwards, and keep them abreast of the 
alterations, and well posted up in all the new regulations. He had now Jurls- 
diction over the area of the London County Council in regard to workshops, so 
that every workshop in London inside the boundary of that area was now placed 
under his supervision. He would beable to go into every workshop atall times of 
the day or night, and he would exercise full supervision over each part of 
those shops to see that the conditions of life were faithfully complied wit. 
With the assistance of the ten inspectors who were to help him he was deter- 
mined to do his duty, whether in the East or in the West End he would put an 
end to the oppression of the employ¢s. Between master and man there should 
be a recognition of reciprocity, and although as masters they employed 


_ Servants, the employ:s should be treated strictly according to the letter of the 


law and in the spirit in which that law was_ passed. For fifteen years 
he had been trying to convince them that it was to their own 
interests to treat their servants humanely; and now’ there was 4 
law which would compel them to do so. Mr. Lakeman then 
described to the master tailors what was required of them by the new 
Act and invited questions from those to whom anything was not quite clear. 
Concluding Mr. Lakeman said that there wisa time when he pointed to the 
Jewish quarter with pride. It delighted him to see the closed shops on Friday 
evening and Saturday but, he said it with great regret, there were now a large - 
number of Jewish shops that were not closed on the Sabbath. And if Ene 
would transgress their Siubbath they would break a dozen Factory Acss. He 
wished them to understand that it was his greatest desire and the aim of his 
existence to better the conditions of both masters and men. He had devoted bis 
life to that service and he asked for their assistance in faithfully comp-y!"s 
with the conditions of the new Act.—(Cheer:.) | 

The CHAIRMAN proposed a vote of thanks to Mr. Lakeman for his easter 
and said that there were more sweating dens in the West End than in any othet 
part of London.

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JOTTINGS FROM THE UNITED STATES. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


BALTiMore, JUNE 6th, 1893. 

A very interesting case in the law courts of Maryland is that of two Seventh 
Day Adventists, who stoutly iosist on their right to labour on Sunday after they 
have observed the Seventh Day Sabbith, the local statutes to the contrary not- 
standing. There is no general Congressional Act on the subject except the 
constitutional inhibition to prescribe no religious test, and that the United States 
shall not establish or interfere with any religious worship. The States differ 
widely in their Sunday laws, but there is a tendency to allow those who observe 
one other day in the week as their rest day to attend t» their business on Sunday. 
The Jews are doing the agitation ; the Seventh Day Adventists making test cases, 
and willingly submitting themselves to punishment. The matter will continue 
so until there is a test case tried in the Supreme Court of the United States. 

Dr. James Jenner, the new Commissioner of Immigration at the port of 
New York, allowed United States Senator Chandler, who is committed against 
immigration in general and from Russian Jews in particular, to put 4 very 
impudent question to him at a recent Congressional Investigation. Mr. Chandler 
asked him, in the witness stand, his religion, and he repli d that he is a Catholic 
converted from Judaism. He also harshly criticised the Russo Jewish 
immigrant. 

The same Committee on Immigration at its session on Friday, June 2, heard 
the ex-Superintendent of Immigration Weber, and pressed him fer an answer as 
to the most desirable class of immigrants. He said the least desirable were the 
English speaking, judged from the view of criminality. 

Russia, including Israelites, is credited with 162 assaults, seventeen felonious 
assaults and one murder. | 

The recent Presbyterian General Assembly which convicted Professor 
Briggs of heresy was petitioned strongly by the Hon. Simon Wolf and Mr. Lewis 
Abraham of the Committee on Religious Rights of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations to take some action in regard to the restriction of 
thoughts of American citizens in Russia because of their religion. They not 
only instanced the recent case of Miss Strauss, refused a vised passport by the 
Russian consn] at New York to travel in Russia, merely because she is a Jewess, 
but the case of a Christian minister, an American citizen travelling in the Czar’s 
country with a sick wife. He was expelled because he happened: to preach 
against the creed of the Established Church. No action was taken. | 

Dr. George M. Sternberg, for many years Fellow by courtesy at the Jolins 
Hopkins University, where he made some remarkable researches into the nature 
of yellow fever, has been appointed Surgeon General in the United States Army. 

An episode in Cincinnati is worth repeating. As the result of a raffle a 
Sefer Torah fell ints a Christian’s hands. The sacred scroll belonged to a poor 
peddler confined to his room for months with inflammation of the lungs. It was 
a tacit understanding that the scroll should either be donated or sold cheaply to 
the synagogue where the rafils took place. There was some little excitement, 
which was soon calmed by the announcement that the man who sold the ticket 
to the lucky winner would buy the Sefer Torah ata fair price. |

Grace and truth shall meet one another, — 
Righteousness and peace shall kiss. 
Truth shall spring out of the earth, 
Righteousness look down from heaven, 
Ps. Ixxxv., 11—12. 


Truth in itself is a worthy end, but no truth is fruitful unless it be als) 
lovable. How to make truth lovable: that is the problem of religion. Judaism 
has solved it rather well by hallowing and beautifying knowledge. Herein lies 
the virtue of a religion which is in a sense a learned religion, It sanctifies the 
exercise of the intellect, it glorifies truth and sets a pretty garland of loveliness 
on her brow. It feels that grace by itself is not enough, nor 1s truth alone 
sufficing. But when grace and truth meet, when righteousness and peace kiss 
one another, when truth shall spring out of the earth, righteousness look down 
from heaven, you have the picture of an ideal world. Man and God join 
strength, and truth becomes fruitful, because it becomes lovable. ; 

Let me show you that this thought has a practical importance. We Jews, 
who rather brag of having an undogmatic religion, are in some danger of 
treating our Judaism as though it were dogma and nothing else. If I were 
to ask you what Judaism is, I fear that you would tell me that while it insists 
on righteousness and a moral life as other religions do, Judaism specifically 
teaches the dogma of the Unity of God. We are almostinclined te make a fetish 
of the Unity of God; we are supposed to repeat the declaration of the Unity 
three times a day ; we lisp it as infants, we proclaim it as men, we whisper it 
dying. Now the Unity of God isan essential and fundamental truth; but a 
religion does not exist, does not deserye to exist, merely to teach a truth, however 
important. Does the Unity of God inspire us to lead moral lives, does it offer a 
solace for the ills of existence, does it make our human souls one with the God's 
whose Unity ison our lips? Yes, it can do all this. For the one God whose 
Unity we proclaim is the God whom we must love. Our truth becomes fruitful 
because it is associated with love. 

It is no accident that the duty of loving God-is so frequently tacked on to 
the declaration of His Unity in the Book of Deuteronomy. ‘Hear O Israel, the 
Lord our God, the Lord is one. And thou shalt love the Lord thy God.” I say 
that this connection is not casual, it is a necessary connection. Unity is strength 
in love. You do not really love a dozen people whole-heartedly at once. And 


especially is the idea of loving God impossible except to those who thoroughly 


and in an unqualitied manner accept the Unity of Gaod and His incorporeality. It 
isno accident again that the Synoptic gospels only once refer to this idea of loving 
God beyond qnoting the passage just given from Deuteronomy. And hence, 
when Judaisin and Christiauity parted company and developed eac’ on its own 
lines, it was Judaism which more fully absorbed this idea of the love of God into 
its liturgy and its literature. At times Jews were called upon to die to proclaim 
God's Unity before the world, but they lived and spiritually thrived, nay they 
gained the very power to die for the Unity, because they loved the truth which 
they maintaine 1. Their strength was not wrested from obstinacy; it was given by 
love. It has been attempted, I know, to deny this. Dr. Georg Winter in an oft-quoted 
essay on “the love ot God in the Old Testament” (ZATW, 1889, pp. 211-246), sug- 
gests thatin Deuteronomy the love of God has only a ritual sense, that its very 
connection with the doctrine of the Unity implies that to love God means to 
worship Him exclusively, to obey His law, and to acknowledge no other God 
beside Him. Dr, Winter further contends that the love of God only attained an 
extra-ritualistic significance when Judaism was superseded. But this theory does 
violence to the facts. Can anyone recall the many glowing words of Deute- 
ronomy as a whole without feeling that the love of God is there something more 
than a mere worship, than a mere proclamation of His uniqueness? At all 
events the love of God became very early the leading principle of Judaism. 
The school of Rabbi Akiba (Talm. Jer. Berach. I.), took the whole Shema’—not 
the first verse only—as the fundamental document of Judaism. Every religion 
sooner or later tries to formulate itself ; toput itself into a few simple rules. 
This tendency is seen in the teaching of Jesus, but before him already in the Old 


Testament, and in the words of his nearer predecessors like Hillel. The love of © 
the one God, with its corollary the love of man, became the simplest and ultimate — 


epitome of Judaism. 

How, amid all the halachic and legalistic expansions of the Law, these 
principles became more and more the basis of Judaism, how they were sifted 
and brought ever closer into accord with the facts of human experience, the 
Jewish ethical literature shows. It is a grave misfortune that our ethical 
books are written in a language that so few Jews can read. If it be ¢rue that 


men hold omne eqgnotum pro magnitico, how magnificent should Judaism seem to 


most Jews. You little dream what you lose by neglecting your ethical and reli- 
gious literature. I am notthinking so much of the Talmud or of the Midrashim. 
fam thinking rather of the works of men whohelped Judaism forward in times 
nearer. ours, who put the old imperfect truths into language still imperfect 
but ever growing truer. Have you even heard of the “ Rokeach,” a book splendid, 
yet simple in mystic devoutness, written by Eleazar of Worms, in the 13th 
century ? Have any of youtried to read that ascetic yet God-inspired and God- 
inspiring treatise of Bechai, called “The Duties of the Heart”—a title which is 
itself an inspiration ? Nay, how many of you ever read the noble introduction 
of Maimonides to his work, “The Strong Hand”? Would it be impossible for 
you Jewish students to found here a modest ethical society to read your own 
Jewish ethical books? Read then. and the charm of them will seize you, they 


will help you to love Judaism and to love God with a love all the sweeter because 


it would come to you after labour, 


_ Now Thave mentioned these books not to introduce a digression, but to 
give point to the remark that the love of God is the beginning and the end of 
Judaism. Whilein Bechai’s “ Duties of the Heart” the love of God is the final 
goal. in Maim yaides’s *‘ Strong Hand,” and in Eleazar’s “ Rokeach,” the love of 
(rod is the starting point. And what is this love of God, what does it mean 
what does itdemand of us, what does it offer in return? Ah! There must be 
no bargaining here. Spinozasaid, You must not tell God: I will love you 
if You love ma, In the Bible and oce sionally in our liturgy, 
man's love to God is based naturally enough on gratitude, on God's 
love to man. But this is just what I mean when I say that Judaism has deve- 
loped, for Jewish tradition in its highest exponents got beyond this stage. In 
the Jewish prayer 739 yer uni rorld’s di 

prayer S, a prayer unique in the world’s liturgies, the love 
of (tod to man and of man to God are put beautifully side by side without a 
suspicion of there being a quid pro quo. And so in the Midrash (Cantic, Rabb. I, 


13) a Rabbi says: “ Though God torment me and embitter my life, stil] Shall He 
dwell in my heart.” And as our love of God does not grow out of gratitude $0 
the result of our love of God is not adulation. God wants imitation not flattery 
Our love of God must make us imitate Him, must lead us to that Imitatio poi 
which is the favourite and fond ideal of the oldest teachers of post-Bibhiea] 

There are two opposite strains of thought in the Rabbinical literature. Op 
the one hand, God is not like man, His qualities are incomparable to ours ; on tho. 
other hand God is actually compared to man in several passages, and the ver 
habit of bringing out men’s faults by contrasting them with God's excellenceg 
implies that the Rabbis felt the faults and the excellences to be commensurable, 
to be one in kind, and that the faults might be merged in the excellences. The 
acme of the love of God is reached in this Imitatio Dei, for just when this love 
of God attains its highest spiritual elevation, there it becomes filled with moral 
content, with human as well as divine love. * Be like God,” said Abba Sau] 

Mechilta, Shira 3) “if you would honour Him ; as He is merciful and gracious 

eo be thou merciful and gracious.” Only notice this difference between the 
Jewish and other views of philanthropy. You must love man by loving God, 
not love God by loving man. ‘Love God and make him lovable to others,” 
(Sifre Deut. vi., 5.) Sureiy this was the last and highest word of religion. 

But you will again ask, what does Judaism mean by the love of God? Tho 
inward sign of the love of God cannot be put into any but mystical language, 
It is an influence on our lives that makes our living a godly living, it moves our 


heart till it beats in unison with God's, it is a great and irresistible longing, a 


—5)73 TINN, almost an ecstasy. But the outward signs of the love of God can 
be more simply described. He who loves God will be distinguished by an 
exquisite gentleness. “ They who are abased but abase not others, who hear 
themselves reproached but make no retort, who act from love of God and rejoice - 
in suffering, of them Scripture says (Jud. v., 31) ‘They that love Him are like 


‘the sun when he goeth forth in his might’” (T. B. Sabbath 83b.) A fine idea, 


like the sun they are gentle and strong, their flight is masterful, but there is 


‘healing in their wings. | 


And, because the lover of God is gentle and fearless, he will be gifted with 
an all-pervading cheerfulness. He does all things with joy. If he renotinces the 
world, he will renounce it without despising it. The key-note of Judaism in the 
past was its inherent joyousness ; its happiness because of its love. “I am so 
happy in my Jadaism,” said Frankl, the late Rabbi of Berlin. Are we hippy in 
our Judaism ? Hardly so ; because, to use a fine phrase of Mr. Szhechter’s, 
we love God nol with our own hearts, but with our father’s hearts. 
We do this and that Jewish ceremony to please our fathers, we 
preserve this or that Jewish custom to keep in touch wi h our history, when we 
should do and preserve them to get into touch with God. And our loss.is bitter 
indeed. We Jews are no longer opumists ; we are becoming despondent with 
the rest, we are growing old and cheerless like the world. QO, but you say, can I 
become cheerful at your bidding, can 1 do my work in joy, because you tell imo. 
to smile. To which I answer: think of the daring of Deuteronomy whi h, 
though it does not include the love of God-in the Ten Commandinents, svill sets 
forth in so many sharp, clear-cut words the order, * Thou sha/t love the Lord 
thy God.” Can I be ordered to love? I think so, and Judaism always thought 
so, Habit makes character; that is the philosophy of Judaism in a sentence. 
The olden Jew learned to love God in every act of his life ; his love made every 
act a joy tohim. This I admit was a very difficult ideal to maintain in practice. 
Hard it is to live the conventional parts of our lives in cheerfal love of God. 
But it is not so hard to learn to love Him with our best, in our highest moments 
if not at all times, in our intellectual pursuits, in our direct action on the thoughts 
and livesof others. And if you can train your hearts to love ILim, be sure that 
your lips will be wreathed in smiles. Though the world frown on you you will 
not grieve, though God hide His face from you, though you fail, still you will 
love Hin ; though hope deferred make you aweary, you still will say: “I sleep 
but my heart waketh.” 

When this joyous glow plays round a gentle heart. the product is the final 
mark of the love of God, viz. Enthusiasm. Enthusiasm is the glorification of 
the end aimed at, the gentle oblivion of one’s own individual service in the end 
attained, the cheerful disregard of failure, equanimity in success. In a word, 
enthusiasm is the energising of love. He who lacks this enthusiasm is stopped 
by trifles because he fears he is seeking trifles. He dreads to find his ideals 
disproportionate to the effort made to reach them; he thinks things small and 
petty because love has not touched them into greatness and worthiness. Do not 
be alarmed at enthusiasm : do not fear either the word or the thing ; learn to 
feel. Especially as Jews we must learn again how to feel. We have kept 
our hearts too long in chains ; let us free our hearts, let us give fair play to 
them. | | 

And finally, let me repeat that while the love of God is based on reverence, 
on the fear of God, it casts out all other fear. Young Jews are told and need to 
be told: Do not be ashamed of your religion in public ; profess your religion 
bravely in the open, attempt no cowardly concealment. This is a true and 
necessary counsel. But there is an opposite counsel which is true and even more 
imperative. Do not be ashamed of your Judaism in private, profess it bravely 
in the silence and isolation of your own rooms. We are all afraid of cant, anil 
it is a healthy fear. But we carry the fear of cant with us when we are alone, 
alone with our own hearts. We fancy that to assume a virtue in private when 
we do not parade it in public is dishonest and unmanly. But this is not flying 


from cant, it is flying from candour. Often I have felt ashamed to pray to God 


in private because I could not say in public that I loved him ; because I would 
not pretend before others, I would forsooth pretend before myself! Well, let 
ine ask you to avoid this pitfall. I tell you, do not be ashamed when you are 
alone, Let the world be a little deceived in you. Keep a little of yourselves for 
your own privacy, some of the blossoms, nay the choicest flower, of your love 
of God, for God’s own eyes. When you are alone, do not be ashamed to pray, 
do not be afraid to love God. It is easier to pray in public than in private : the 
courage is needed when you are alone. Love God bravely and you will find that 


courage ; it will strengthen you to do, to suffer, and to live—gentle, cheerful 
and enthusiastic, because you love God. pie |

MANCHESTER. 


During his recent pastoral visitation, the Rev. the Chief Rabbi met the 
Committee of the Manchester Jewish Ladies’ Visiting Association, and discussed 
with them the details of the religious services for women and girls, which they 
proposed to hold. These services were begun on Sabbath last, when the Rev. L, 
M, Simmons read the prayers, and gave a short address, There was an atten- 
dance of 45. ‘The services will be continued every Sabbath at the Jews’ School 
atl pm. The Rev. S. Singer’s Prayer Book is used at the services. 


The Society Bikkur Cholim, having recently obtained £109 from the Ephraim 
Levin Bequest, purchased a building in Harris Street, Strange ways, which was 
formerly occupied by a minor Chevra asa place of worship. The building has 
been reconstructed and enlarged, and will be known in future as the Strangeways 
Synagogue. The consecration will take placeon Sunday afternoon at 3 o'clock. 
Mr. W. Aronsberg, J.P., will open the synagogue, and the Rev. I. Simon will 
deliver the consecration sermon, The Rev. Mr. Matz will conduct the service, 
which will be choral, and accompanied by an harmonium. 


The Twenty-sixth Annual Report of the Manchester Jewish Board of 
yuardians has been issued in anticipation of the Annual Meeting on the Yth 
prox. The report states that the chief point of interest in the general statistics 

of relief is the decrease in the number of the casual poor (222 this year against 
960 last year), that is to say of those who applied for relief before they had 
resided six months in Manchester. The policy of the Board has been to dis- 
courage foreign immigration, and it is gratifying to find that their efforts have 
- met with success, The number of residents of over one year who have sought 

relief is almost stationary, a fact which deserves special mention in connection 
with the large number of new arrivals in 1801-92. The statistics further show 
that the general condition of the Jewish working-classes has improved. 
Although the population has grown, the Passover reiiet has diminished during 
the last two years ; and this special relief 1s the surest gauge of prosperity and 
distress, as it rises or falls as poverty increases or diminishes, The administra: 
tion of the Industrial Department continues with undiminished success. There 
has been an increase in the total number of loans granted, and in the aggregate 
sums lent. The percentage of bad debts remains small, the loss for the year 
being less than half per cent. on the turnover. The funds available for the 
work are hotvever diminishing, and there is urgent need of further assistance to 
maintain this department in a state of efficiency. The medical officer’s report 
is on the whole very favourable. No epidemic existed, and not a single case of 
small pox was reported, although the epidemic was rampantin the neighbouring 
districts of the city. ‘The Board took special precautions against this terrible 
disease by issuing notices in Hebrew and English, requiring all applicants for 
~ Matsos relief to be vaccinated or re-vaccinated, as the case might be, before 

granting any relief. Dr. Tatham, the Medical Officer of Health for Manchester, 
has given prominent mention in his last quarterly report to this action of the 
Board, and expressed his thanks to them for their efforts in seconding his to 
combat the epidemic. But the general improvement in the dwellings of the 
poor has also contributed to this result, and the thanks of the community are 
due to the Corporation and:Dr, Tatham for the better sanitation of the 
Cheetham and Strangeways quarters, The Jewish Ladies’ Sanitary Association 


continues to afford most valuable assistance to the Board by personal visitation . 


of the dwellings otf the poor, and by endeavouring to teach the necessary 
lessons of cleanliness and ventilation. The financial position of the Board can 
be briefly summarised as follows :—The subscriptions for 1892-93 were £670 12s, 
against £623 15s, 6d. in 1891-92, and the donations £254 13s., against £237 4s. 11d, 
The Special Appeal produced £380 18s, and £300 was received for special cases 
from the Russo-Jewish Committee in London. The total receipts were 
£1,604 3s.—including £200 from the Shechita Board, £20 from the Congregation 
of British Jews, and £8 towards Passover relief from the Spanish and Portu- 
guese Corporation. Individually the Old Hebrew Congregation and the South 
Manchester Synagogue did not contribute anything beyond what is included in 
the amount paid by the Shechita Board. Notwithstanding the special receipts 
of £370 183, and £300, the year ends with a balance due to the Bank of 
£351 7s. 2d., and to this must be added £231 14s, the sum unexpended of the 
Russo-Jewish grant ; making a total of £583 1s.2d. The overdue subscriptions 
are £54 17s., leaving the very large deficit of £58) 4s.2d. Notwithstanding that 
the Jewish pepulation of Manchester has largely increased during the past ten 
years, the total number of annual subscribers is only 230.

SOME “SCHNORRERS” IN THE PROVINCES. 


[FROM A PROVINCIAL CORRESPONDENT, } 
As the title implies, the following few remarks will exclusively relate to the 
professional almsman outside the metropolis. But it is at the outset right to 
“Inention that it is as remote as possible from the intention of tle writer to state 
that anything like a majority of those who apply to Provincial Congregatons 
for relief are impostors. On the contrary, cases are very often brought before 
Provincial Boards of Guardians which truly elicit the sy mpathy of the benevolent. 
And indeed, it is only what is to be expecte4, now that the tide of immigration 
is flowing with increased velocity—that many poor refugees from Russia and 
Poland who have no kith or kin in this country to turn to for support, or even 
advice, should be assisted by those in whose power it is to help. For such truly 
deserving cases one cannot adequately plead. These men are as a_ rule wiiling 
and hardworking, industrious and intelligent, and when once placed in a 
congenial position, will pursue their labour with industry and ‘credit. They 
then even bless their persecutors who were the means of their going forth © from 
sorrow to joy, and from darkness to great light.” IT have heard one jocosely 
remark that if in his hot flight from cruelty and oppression he had left bebind 
him bis right eye, he would not go back to fetch it. A Provincial Jewish Board 
of Guardians cannot engage in a more laudable pursuit than to befriend in every 
way possible these pcor, honest and willing strangers. 
But there is a class of people—fortunately a very small class indeed—whose 
characters are diametrically opposed to those possessed by those [have described, 
They are the itinerant “‘schnorrers”-—the drones of Jewish Society, they who 
have entirely given themselves up to live by the labour of other hands. And 
What adds to the gravity of the case is that not a small proportion of them is 
composed of young, strong, healthy fellows, well able to carn a living in fifty 
different ways. | | 
I have seen them draw out their plans as to what towns they are to visit in 
the next three or four months. It is interesting to notice with what marvellous 
dexterity they go about their work, and in how strictly a business-like manner 
their tour is planned, taking care not to omit from their list one town where a 
Jewish Congregation is established. I have one customer who comes to me 
every four months, as regularly “as a clock,” and he is one of the most interest- 
ing persons I have ever met. He knows almost every Jew outside London. It 
only takes him four months to “work” the country, and he has been on “ the 
road” for about fifteen years. The workings of every Provincial Congregation 
are at his fingers’ ends, and he will tell me the latest news of the Jews of 
Glasgow, Dublin and Plymouth. 
The trickery employed by some of these professionals ix often full of 


. ingenuity and curiosity. Some weeks ago one came to me and asked ime to 


assist him out of the funds of the Philanthropic Society, with which the 
members of my town are good enough to trust me. I did so, and I was struck 
with his splendid physique and his long tlowing beard. Not many days elapsed. 
before he again made his appearance ; but this time he exercised every possible 
precaution to conceal his identity, Hiis beautiful beard was no more, and with 
his lapels turned up, he wished me to believe that he was somebody else. | 

One of the most determined applicants for support was a young man who 
came to me one Friday afternoon. I assisted him and saw that he was well 
cared for during the Sabbath. Immediately on the termination of Sabbath he 
came and told me that he was anxious to say “ Ilabdalah.”

Motzos for Pesach.” I curbed my passion, and endeavoured for once to emulate 
the proverbial sang-froid of Hillel. I assured my unwelcome visitor that my 
house was no Motzo Bakery. But the clock struck three ere he departed into the 
darkness of the night, and I could return to my bed. |

STEINTHAL’S PHILOSOPHY. 


[From A CoRRESPONDENT.] 


Let us yet hear another philosopher on this question of the Universe—none 
other than the aged Heymann Steinthal, whose 70th birthday has given rise to 
such general congratulations in Berlin, anti Semitism notwithstanding 
— Steinthal was born on the 16th May, 1833, at Grobnitz in Anhalt, and afte 
passing through a course of study at Berlin, he settled-in the Capital in 1850 
But in 1852 he attended special courses of lectures on the Chinese Language and 
Literature in Paris, Since 1863 he has filled a.professorial chair in Berlin, and 
since 1872 acted also as teacher of Religious Philosophy and History at the Jewish 
High School. Many have been his works on philology and language, in which 
department he has indeed proved himself among the foremost workers in Europe. 
‘But his energies have not been confined to literature. Its study has led him 
into the deeper study of the human mind, whence all philosophy and literature 
take their root. Psychology has claimed his attention as well as philology,and as 
the outcome of this he gave to the world his “ Originof Languages in connection 
with the latest phases of all knowledge” (Der Ursprung der Sprachen im 
Zusammenhange mit den letzten Fragen alles Wissens.) In_ his “ General 
Ethics,” Steinthal thus sums up his views of life: “ When a man reaches his 
50th or 60th year; he begins to be impressed with the flight of time, and the 
ultimate fading away of all things physical, and with the hope that the spirit at 
least will endure. Such are our feelings even when life has gone smoothly with 
us. But if fate has not dealt mildly with us, if blow after blow has been 
directed against us, we begin to feel as if the pillars of faith, to which we 
trusted, and which we thought unassailable, show signs of wear and decay, and 
call for examination. And when in addition we see with fear and trembling, that 
the most brilliant stars of civilisation are waning in our fatherland, we besin to 
call for new ethics, and ideal ethics in very truth. The ideal feelings 
to which I trust are fit for every-day wear, they have their root in psychology ; 
the freedom which I hold moves within the laws of our consciousness und vet 
these furnish me with the most sublime rules for life. Whenever and wherever 
life gives occasion for joy or pain, let man rejvice or sorrow, and it is his fault 
only if both joy and sorrow, rightly felt, do not bring moral improvement in 
their train. 3 
‘This moral teaching is the child of sorrow, it is the bond 
I have made with life. It will, I trust, keep my heart childlike don Sone 
bitterness towards man or fate—not a drop of poison shall enter my soul. This 
teaching shall give me strength to do and dare, yea and to hope, and in it m 
mind shall tind a resting place, whence I can watch the march of time with 
calm and sympathy.” These are nob'e words and they contain the true philosoph 
We cannot govern the world, but we can be of use in it. But not by repinin ob 
through bitterness. Joy and sorrow alike may and should impress us, but “the r 
must be the joy and sorrow of the child—simple, pure and hearty, is 
Since Steinthal formulated his philosophy some years have passed over his 
head, and he has reached tie patriarchal term of three score «nd ten.
